A. [QARttWil showed J sfour copies of the Identity 1 (issues 
for the last two Sundays in March ana the first two in April) containing ft 
series of sensationalized articles entitled Identity 2 and illustrated in part 
by pictures of §0EJ!XjW> including some in which photomontage was used to 
heighten the dramatic effect. CCAR^INA? explained that these articles were 
based on. material which he had prepared and which his literary collaborator. 

Identity 3 j- had then peddled to the newspaper, but that, bis original article 
hacl been badly distorted because., in his weakened physical condition, he hid 
permitted Identity 3 and the representatives of the newspaper to brow-beat him 
into withdrawing conditions he had established to insure a fair presentation 
of his story. The story was that an operation had been organized to assassinate 
Identity 4 as retaliation for the assassination of Identity 5 by British agents, 
and that'^CARETIN^ who had been in charge of the successful investigation of the 
Identity 5 assassination , bad been called Into consultation as an advisor on 
operational planning. (The operation v/ac later called off by Hitler. ). : ^,CAIlfffINA 
had prepared his article as a balanced account of both operations, shaking clear 
his OYJT 1 modest participation in the second, and had insisted on written guarantees 
•that Ills text would be used without material changes and ocher safeguards. Whw 
ha reluctantly withdrew his conditions under the combined assault of Identity 3 
and. the British, who insisted that the material would have to be- reworked by a 
British writer to give it punch and appeal, the published version altered the 
sense of the whole thing by playing down the Identity 5 case end making CARSTIWA 
the man in charge of the Identity 4 operation. CARETINA feels that he was 
deceived by his reliance on the British sense of "fair play" and is now ruefully 
assessing the damage. (He still holds all rights of publication in any other country 
and has rejected the recent advances of the Identity 6, which wants his articles 
but not on his terms.) Although ho probably cleared the matter, in principle at 
least, with, the Identity 7 before making the sale to the British, he seems to feel 
that the form in which tho material was published, even in England, may have hurt

E. CAREIZNA-has rejected Identity 3*e earnest arguments that his 
material will lose all value if the SFD should win the next German election and 
now seems to bo thinking more along the lire of preparing the rest of his 
material in book form, perhaps then selling pre-publication magazine rights. 
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He feels that magazine publication too far in advance is likely to take tho 
bloom off the book and he seems to have decided that Identity 3*s professional 
Judgment of this point is not disinterested. This together with tho likelihood 
that the Identity 7 is not ploased with the performance to date nay influence 
CARETXNA to abjure further publication for the time being.
